In making a few remarks before 
preaching his sermon Sunday even­ 
ing, Dr. V. W. Tevis, pastor of St. 
Paul’s M. E. church, gave some ad­ 
vice which is worthy of serious (con­ 
sideration. He spoke about funerals 
and how they should be conducted. 
The doctor said he had 
conducted 
about three thousand funerals dur­ 
ing his life, therefore felt qualified 
to speak intelligently on the ques­ 
tion. 
He declared that nothing was 
more grating on his nerves than to 
see sorrow paraded before a disin­ 
terested public. 
If the person dead 
is not a public man or one of import­ 
ance, the funeral should be as mod­ 
est as possible. 
The trappings of 
woe should be kept in the 
back­ 
ground, and simplicity, not the spec­ 
tacular, should mark the last respect 
paid to the 
deceased. 
If possible 
the services should be conducted in 
the home, but if the home is not ade­ 
quate for that purpose, then services 
at the church should be held, but 
they should be free from a big dis­ 
play or pageant pomp. 
Dr. Tevis says that it is not nec­ 
essary to have the casket opened in 
the church and have long rows of 
people file by, many of whom were 
not interested in the dead, other than 
idle curiosity. 
There is a lot of good, common 
horse sense in the advice of Dr. Tev­ 
is. Many families spend much more 
than they can afford to make a dis­ 
play and keep 
abreast with 
their 
neighbor. 
And funerals nearly al­ 
ways come at a time when the fam­ 
ily purse is drained by sickness and 
when the expense of conducting a 
household is doubled. A spectacular 
funeral is a step towards barbarian- 
ism. 
Of all the ceremonies of man 
it should be the most simple. 
Along this same line of thought 
another idea comes to mind: that of 
publishing cards of thanks. 
It is a 
most useless and senseless proced­ 
ure. 
Your friepds and 
neighbors 
know you are grateful to them for 
their assistance and words of com­ 
fort 
during 
your 
bereavement. 
Neither must this be taken as coming 
from one free from sentiment. 
On 
the contrary, 
it 
is a 
sentimental 
thought that prompts one assuming 
such a position. 
There is a time coming in America 
and it is not far distanced—¿when 
the dead will be laid to rest with but 
the immediate family attending, not 
exactly 
perfunctory, but at 
least 
with saneness.

Ev ery soldiers’ h ome in 
th e United States will be affected in 
th e suit, wh ich will be of direct in­ 
terest to th ousands of people, many 
of wh om are widows in indigent cir- • 
cumstances. 
According to a ruling of th e nation-

al h ome managers in th e case of mem- j 
bers of th e v arious h omes, wh o dia 
after th e v ouch er and receipts for 
pension money h av e been signed by j 
th em, th e money is paid ov er to th e 
man’s widow and ch ildren, providing | 
th e ch ildren are under six teen y ears j 
of age. 
In case all th e ch ildren are | 
not under six teen, th e money is paid 
to th ose wh o are under th at age. 
On ev ery pension day th ere are 
many members of th e h omes wh o are| 
in th e h ospital and wh o nev er get j 
well and do not h av e occasion to ! 
spend th eir money for any th ing. If a i 
member dies after h is pension money j 
is paid and none of h is ch ildren is 
under six teen th e money is h eld one 
y ear, under th e law, and th en forward 
ed to th e national treasury at Wash ­ 
ington, 
Local attorney s say th e ruling was 
made in good faith , but th at th e Na­ 
tional Home managers h av e miscon­ 
strued th e law prov iding soldiers pen­ 
sion money .
